Tibet Closed To Foreigners 


Titled Taxi Drivers 


People Are Angry Over Statements 
Made By Explorer 

The secretary of the Royal Geo¬ 
graphical Society 1 h unnblo to con¬ 
firm the statement niado by Captain 
Odell in New York that a new expedi¬ 
tion to climb Mount Everest was be¬ 
ing organized. Captain Odell was a 
member of the society’s 1921 expedi¬ 
tion. 

The Tndin Office states that the next 
expedition to Mount Everest will not 
be made for some time, owing to tho 
anger of the Tibetans at statements 
made by an explorer following his re¬ 
turn from n secret trip to Tibet. This 
explorer is said to have exhibited on 
European lecture platform two Tibet¬ 
an road menders ns priests of tho 
Dalai Lama, ruler of Tibet. When 
these statements drifted back to Tibet 
the Lama was so enraged that he re¬ 
fused to permit any more foreigners 
to visit the country. Under an agree¬ 
ment with the British officials in In¬ 
dia foreigners are kept back from tho 
gateway to Tibet by the British. 

The latest explorer is said to have 
broken his word to tho British, caus¬ 
ing tho Lama to lose confidence In 
them and to deny entrance to all for¬ 
eigners. 

At that time tho British Govern¬ 
ment was negotiating with the Lama 
in behalf of the Royal Geographical 
Society which desires to continue the 
exploration of Mount Everest. The 
society was forced to postpone the ex¬ 
pedition, but when the Lama again 
decides to receive visitors to his mys¬ 
terious country, they will probably bo 
the first guests.

Cancer Research 


In\estimations Carried On In England 
For Quarter Of n Century 

The 25th annual report of the Im¬ 
perial cancer research fund recently 
issued in London, tells a story of pa¬ 
tient Investigation which for a quar¬ 
ter of a century has been in progress. 
Unhappily there Is as yet no indica¬ 
tion that tlie goal of the work is in 
sight. 

Dr. Murray, the director of tho 
fund, deals at some length in tho re¬ 
port with the disputed question 
whether or not cancer Is a solitary 
Invader of the body that is to say, 
whether or not two or more cancers 
can begin together and co-exist ns 
do, for example, warts. Dr. Murray 
believes that the evidence he has ob¬ 
tained justifies him in accepting the 
"solitary" view. This is a matter of 
soyic importance because if It be true 
that a second cancer cannot easily 
grow in a body in which a cancer is 
already established, then presumptive 
evidence exists that the body does 
make an attempt to rid itself of can¬ 
cer, and hope is engendered of being 
able some day to make use of this na¬ 
tural healing power.

Smelter Doing Big Business 


Plant At Trail, ll.C., Pays $1,000 Per 
Hour In Wages 

Some interesting figures in connec¬ 
tion witli the plant operated by tlio 
Consolidated Mining and Smelting 
Company at Trail, B.C., have been 
made public by W. E. Payne, secre¬ 
tary of the Vancouver Board of 
Trade, following a recent visit into 
the interior. 

The smelter has a capacity of 750 
tons of refined metals per day, and it 
is the largest metallurgical plant in 
the world. 

The lead output is 110 tons daily, 
or one-tenth of the world's entire out¬ 
put. 

The copper output runs 70 tons 
daily. 

During the past year the plant has 
required 5.000 tons of construction 
steel, 3.500,000 bricks. 1.500,000 feet 
of lumber, one carload of cement 
i every two days, 118,000 tons of coal 
per year and 02,400 tons of coko per 
year. 

The freight bill last year was $3,- 
GOO,000, or 1 per cent of the total 
freight paid in Canada. 

Eight million dollars were paid out 
in \vng< s, or approximately $1,000 
per hour. Added to this the cost of 
supplies would bring the expenditure 
to almost $3,000 per hour. 

Last year the company earned pro¬ 
fits of approximately $14,000,000.

British financial institutions and industrial concerns are mora and more 
regaining their position in world markets, and whereas during the war Bri¬ 
tish investments and securities in foreign lands and in the overseas Domin¬ 
ions had to be withdrawn in order to carry on the grim struggle, British in¬ 
vestors are again active thioughout the world. 

As carriers of the commerce of the world, and the great commercial 
clearing house for all nations, Britain remains supreme. In chip building, 
despite all the efforts of other nations, Britain retains the leadership by a 
wide margin. 

And to this general improvement in position the overseas Dominions of 
the Empire, led by Canada, arc contributing an ever increasing share.

New IToduct Evaporates Slowly ami 
Leaves No Liquid 
In a recent electrical exposition in 
New York, a castle was shown made 
of dry ico. One of the wonders of the 
new product is Hint it docs not leave 
any liquid as it slowly evaporates. It 
is solid carbon dioxide which has been 
frozen to a temperature of 109 de¬ 
grees below zero. 

The principal use of dry ice is for 
the refrigeration of perishable foods 
in transit. This may be a pint of ice 
j cream which the housewife Is carry¬ 
ing home from the store, or a refrig¬ 
erator car of fruit speeding from the 
west coast of Ontario. 

To carry home the icc cream, the 
pint package of the cicom is placed 
1 in a slightly larger paper package 
I which permits a piece of dry ice to lie 
against the package of cream. On 
arriving home the housewife can 
leave the package of cream standing 
on u table for six hours because the 
dry ice lasts that long.

Varieties That May Itc 
Successfully Grown 
Plums can be successfully grown in 
many parts of Canada, but a carcfiU 
selection of varieties suitable to the 
district in which they are to be krown 
is essential. Where the size of a gar¬ 
den will permit of tree fruits the 
growing of plums Is an interesting 
and profitable undertaking for the 
amateur, and all the more so at pres¬ 
ent since with the development of a 
largo number of new hybrids there 
are available several superior kinds 
for parts of Canada hitherto forced 
to grow poorer varieties. In this con¬ 
nection, a bulletin on "Plum Culture.” 
available at the Publications Branch, 
Department of Agriculture, Ottawa, 
gives lists of plums suitable for dif¬ 
ferent districts, with full descriptions 
of the different varieties. Among the 
new Japanese-Amcrican crosses, Ka- 
liintn and Waneta arc very good in 
quality, large in size, dark red, with 
firm yellow flesh and tender skin. 
These two, witli Omaha a very early 
sort and Emerald, a late plum, ate 
worthy of a place in a small garden 
Of the Japanese and Sand Cherry hy- 
I brids, the Tom Thumb Cherry is out¬ 
standing.

Cleaning Seed Grain 


Need For Greater Attention On the 
Part Of the Average Farmer 

Investigations conducted by the Ex¬ 
perimental Farms, have shown tro 
need for greater attention on the part 
of the average farmer to the proper 
cleaning and grading of the grain he 
uses lor seed pui poses, states the Do¬ 
minion Cerealist in his latest report. 
If fanning is done in a perfunctory 
manner it will be of very little use. 
The average fanning mill, except in 
the hands of a particularly careful 
man, will not clean and grade grain 
as carefully as this should be done. 

The seed for next season's grain 
crop should be prepared in the late 
fall or early winter. If this work is 
left to the spring it is apt to be done 
hurriedly and inadequately 


Outlawing War 


The very 

best of the grain produced on the 
farm should be saved and used for 
seed. The fanning mill should be over¬ 
hauled and put in good running or¬ 
der and the instructions sent cut by 
the manufacturer with the mill care¬ 
fully followed. It is not enough to run 
the grain through the mill once, but 
it should be passed through three or 
more times if necessary. The first tan¬ 
ning will remove chaff, dirt and light 
kernels, and the subsequent ones will 
grade up the seed and secure the most 
uniform, the plumpest and heaviest 
kernels. If seed grain is purchased it 
is well to examine it closely and give 
it another fanning if necessary*. By 
exercising this care a substantial in¬ 
crease in yield per acre may be rc- 
cu:ed which will more than pay for 
the trouble taken. The report of the 
1 Dominion Cerealist may be obtained 
1 from the Publications Branch.

Alfalfa In Crop Rotation 


Proves a Most Valuable and Produc¬ 
tive Hay Crop 

Alfalfa being undoubtedly a most 
valuable and productive hay crop, it 
should constitute a considerable pro¬ 
portion of the hay acreage. The area 
devoted to it in Canada is rapidly in¬ 
creasing, especially in Ontario where 
it has become ono of the most im¬ 
portant field crops. On account of the 
fact, however, that alfalfa, where suc¬ 
cessfully grown, remains productive 
for a number of years it is not v.tll 
adapted to short rotations. If the al¬ 
falfa is allowed to remain for some 
years, the percentage of the land giv¬ 
en to it becomes too high. A good 
method of incorporating alfalfa in a 
rotation of medium duration is des¬ 
cribed in a bulletin on “Alfalfa in 
Manitoba,” available at the Publica¬ 
tions Branch of the Department of 
Agriculture at Ottawa. It is pointed 
out that alfalfa may be economically 
included in such rotation by having 
one more field than there arc years in 
the rotation. The alfalfa should be 
seeded down in the most favornblo 
part of the rotation, preferably with 
a light nurse crop of wheat and on 
summer fallowed land or following 
an intertilled crop. The field would 
then remain In alfalfa until the other 
crops had completed one cycle of the 
rotation and a stand established on 
another field. The alfalfa can be 
most profitably followed in the rota¬ 
tion by some crop that is a heavy 
feeder on soil nitrogen and requires 
clean land.

Work Of Reclamation Is Cheaper and 
Better Than Improvement 

With the question of juvenile delin¬ 
quents once more occupying public at¬ 
tention and the problem of dealing 
With them under discussion, it is In¬ 
teresting to note the differences In the 
financial outlay required to reclaim 
delinquents, on the one hand and lo 
imprison and to attempt to reform 
them, on the other. 

The whole question was gone Into 
by officials of the State of Indiana nnd 
their conclusions, as far as dollars 
and cents nre concerned, can cosily 
be applied to Canadian conditions. 

Every prisoner in the penal insti¬ 
tutions of Indiana Is costing that 
state and its taxpayers the sum of 
$350 a year. . 

From the records of the boys’ pro¬ 
bation officer, It has been estimated 
that an nnnual outlay of $30 each for 
delinquent boys, has resulted in three 
out of four going straight. 

The second method is not only 
cheaper, if you look at ft in the nar¬ 
row sense but it also builds citizens 
out of what might otherwise become 
wreckage. 

But in crime, as in disease, the cure 
is more lasting if the treatmen starts 
early. 


Great Armaments Do Not Always 
Ensure Safety 

Speaking to the Lincoln Chamber 
of Commerce, Field Murshnl Sir 
William Robertson «aid that though 
the reduction of armaments required 
to be treated with the utmost caution 
In Great Britain, he nevertheless held 
that, however, wicked, ambitious nnd 
unstable human naturo might be, 
every man nnd woman ought ener¬ 
getically to support efforts to devise 
a more senslblo way of composing in¬ 
ternational difference. No way could 
be worse than the futile methods up¬ 
on which the nations had hitherto un¬ 
successfully relied. "That is the only 
conclusion I can reacu," he said, "af¬ 
ter a military career covering excelly 
fifty years, and It is, at any in e, 
moro in accordance with financial 
conditions than out-of-date platitude m 
about maintaining strong forces. If 
the futility of war waru moro insis¬ 
tently emphasized by political loaders 
the defence of the Empire would soon 
become a far easier and cheaper task 
than it Is now.” 

Lord Rothcrnierc, writing on the 
same subject in the Sunday Pictorial, 
estimated that Great Britain is spend¬ 
ing £39,000,000 a year more on de¬ 
fence than before the war. "Think 
what might be dono with that i 39 * 
000.000!” I^ord Rolherinerj suggest¬ 
ed that at another conference experts 
should bo rigorously excluded.

Ascertaining tlie Most Profitable 
Quantities To Feed 

At the Cap Rouge, Quebec, Experi¬ 
mental Station, during the last five 
winters, n series of experiments have 
been made in order to determine the 
most profitable quantities of concen¬ 
trates to feed to dairy cows. For t lie* 
purposes of the experiment the cows 
were divided into three lots. The care, 
housing and feed given to each of the 
three lots were alike, except that one 
lot received all the meat it could eat, 
which amounted to on;* pound of meal 
to each 2.16 pounds of milk produced; 
another lot received one pound of 
meal per 4 pounds of milk, and the 
third lot one pound cf meal per 8 
pounds of milk. 

The quantity of milk produced in¬ 
creased with the quantity of meal fed, 
and at the same time the cost per 
100 pounds of milk increased, but not 
in proportion. The net profit would 
depend very much on the price tlint 
could be obtained for the product. The 
superintendent of the station, in des¬ 
cribing the experiment in his * rates t 
annual report, concludes that heavy 
meal feeding will be profitable when 
raw milk or cream is sold at a high 
price, but for the average farmer, 
selling his milk to n factory, It is bet¬ 
ter to be more sparing with meal. In 
the first instance it will pay to give 
tho right mix urc of meals in large 
quantities, so long as none la wasted, 
while in the latter case an average 
of one pound of meal per *1 pounds of 
4 per cent milk will probably be best. 


■'Ice-Wells" Would Be Boon To 
To Rural Population Of 
Canada 

Farm refrigeration is a subject that 
might well receive the thoughtful 
study of every dairy farmer in Can¬ 
ada who has not made adequate pro¬ 
vision for the proper cooling and pic- 
scrvntion of dairy products. How 
many hundreds of thousands or mil¬ 
lions of dollars is lo::t annually to the 
rural population of Canada through 
lack of foresight in this particular? 
It la of course very hard to say, but 
Mr. F. E. Reed, Dairy Commissioner 
of Saskatchewan has recently staged 
that “At a conservative estimate over 
$100,000 have been lost to cream pro¬ 
ducers during 1927 through lho low¬ 
ering of quality due to the ravages 
of destructive bacteria.” Tills loss. 
Mr. Rood says, can be prev ,,f *d by 
thorough cleanliness and b; .'ping 
cream cool until it is shlppc.'. 

In many parts of Canada nature 
has provided cool streams or s prings 
of cold crystal water which arc being 
u ifized by the farmers for cooling 
cream and the preservation of milk 
aid other products. But there are 
many other farmers who f *ave no 
ci celt or spring on their farms and 
\ u must keep their cream in a cel- 
ha* or a' best suspended in a well. To 
these an ’ ice-well” would bo a real 
b on.

Cultivating Experiments Conducted 
By Swedish Farmers a Sucre*.* 

A gain of 50,009,000 crowns an¬ 
nually is assured the Swedish farm¬ 
ers due to the continuous work car¬ 
ried on for the last 10 years at the 
various experimental fields and agri¬ 
cultural institutions m Sweden. By 
studying and utilizing the hereditnry 
qualities of grains and vegetables, the 
innate yielding capacity of the vari¬ 
ous plants has been rni led. 

These qualities, says Professor H. 
Nllsson-Ehle, Swedish authority on 
agricultural plant Improvement, are 
so potent that, for instance, a certain 
kind of wheat during 40 years of ex¬ 
perimental cultivating invatiably 
yields 60 per cent, more than other 
kinds and certain plants retain their 
characteristics unchanged lor a hun¬ 
dred years in spite of varying exter¬ 
nal conditions and influcm e. 

The two most important methods 
used in this Swedish improvement 
work are selection and crossing of 
species. By selection certain kinds 
of grain 5iave been found to be su¬ 
perior to any other in quality and 
yield and are now used nut only in 
Sweden, but in many different parts 
of the world. The best known are 
developed at the well known experi¬ 
mental Institute of Svaloee, in the 
south of Sweden. Through the meth¬ 
od of crossing, Sweden has succeed¬ 
ed in producing grains

About the Seventh Year 

How many should there bo? ‘Ten 
little nn rer.? and ten little toes’- mak- 
nk twenty in all and there you have 
their number. Easy to remember 
isn’t it? 

And when should you begin to look 
for them? About the sixth or seventh 
month. 

And which comes first? As a rule, 
the lower front tooth, the central in¬ 
cisor. 

So after all baby’s fretfulness he 
has a brand new tooth or two—so 
white and so sound they look, that 
you never give a thought to future 
tooth troubles. 

Then the other eighteen or nineteen 
white coated little ‘millers’ will fol¬ 
low at somewhat regular intervals 
until sonny is two years old, when 
he should have his full temporary set. 

These are the temporary or decid¬ 
uous teeth—being known also as the 
"milk teeth,” from which you will be 
aware , of course, that they won’t be 
retained right through adult age. 
They should all temain in place, how¬ 
ever. until about the seventh year, 
when, through the natural process of 
shedding, they commence to be lost. 

Then, as the time approaches for 
the eruption of the second set, unless 
the first teeth are sufficiently separat¬ 
ed in front to allow one or two thick¬ 
nesses of blotting paper between

Vancouver Island's Christmas tree 
industry is flourishing and, .accordin ' 
to the Canadian Forestry Association, 
coast headquarters, the trade is on a 
much larger scale than ever before. 

Homes all down the Pacific Coast 
as far South as San Diego were 
decorated this Christmas with baby 
trees from the forests of Vancouver 
Island. 

Most of the tree3 are cut from pri¬ 
vately owned lands, and the Ltisincss 
provides a lucrative occupation for 
farmers at a time of the year when 
there is little field work to be (lone. 
The industry has grown to ynormrus 
proportions in recent years the ex¬ 
ports of trees running into many 
thousands. 

Forestry officials state that the i.n- 
nual raid on tho small-tree foiods 
does no serious harm to the timber 
resources of Vancouver Island.
